SUBJECT: ACCEPTANCE OF VALLEY BOULEVARD INTO THE COUNTY MAINTAINED 

ROAD SYSTEM – FONTANA AREA 
 
 
RECOMMENDATION:  Adopt resolution accepting Valley Boulevard from Etiwanda Avenue east 
1.83 miles, in the Fontana area, into the County Maintained Road System. 
 
BACKGROUND INFORMATION: The construction of Valley Boulevard from Etiwanda Avenue 
east 1.83 miles has been built substantially to County Standards to improve traffic circulation for 
the Kaiser Commerce Center.  The Department is recommending that this segment of Valley 
Boulevard be accepted for maintenance to provide appropriate and safe access for the general 
public and existing residents.  Board approval is required to accept roads for maintenance per 
Streets and Highways Code Section 941. 
 
REVIEW BY OTHERS:  This item was reviewed by Deputy County Counsel Charles S. Scolastico 
on  April 30, 2003 and County Administrative Office (Tom Forster, Administrative Analyst) on  May 
2, 2003. 
 
FINANCIAL IMPACT:   There will be no cost incurred other than minor administrative costs to 
update the County Maintained Road System records.
